State Educator Says School Reorganization ‘Inevitable’

anization is “ inevitable.” 


Writing in the Ohio Education 
Association’s publication, “ School 
Topics,” It. M. Lyman said: 
“ Unless we in Ohio wake up, 
we are going to find ourselves 35 
years behind the times in good 


district 
organization 
f o r 
high 
school education.” 


Lyman said Ohio's i l l s school 
districts 
include 
136 
city 
dis­ 
tricts, 71 exempted village dis­ 
tricts and 1211 local school dis­ 
tricts. 
Sixty per cent of public school 
pupils are enrolled in the 136 city 
and 71 exempted village 
school 
districts, he asserted. 


"We have the ridiculous picture 


of boards of education being re­ 
quired for 
1211 
local 
districts, 


plus 88 county districts, in order 


to manage and 
control 
schools 
which enroll only 40 per cent of 
the pupils and which employ only 
40 per cent of the teachers,” Ly­ 
man said, adding: 


“ Stranger still, 
473 of these 
school districts fail to offer com ­ 
plete 
programs 
of 
instruction 
from 
grades 
one 
through 
12. 


Nineteen 
districts 
maintain 
no 


schools at all. 
Lyman said it is impossible to 


operate both efficiently and eco­ 
nomically a high school with an 


enrollment of less than 
200 
or 
225 pupils. Yet, it is still being at­ 


tempted in most sections of Ohio 


he declared. 
“ Our 657 high schools with en 
rollments of less than 200 pupils 


are costly and yet fail to offer 


boys and girl* adequate 
educa­ 


tional opportunities to equip them 


for the world in which they will 
live,’ Lyman declared. 


Lyman said 
Ohio 
has 
made 
good 
progress 
in 
consolidating 
elementary schools. At one time 
there were over 10.000 one room 
schools in Ohio. Today, there are 
only 198 one-room schools and 201 
two room buildings. 


The state official warned, how­ 
ever, that Ohio faces an im medi­ 
ate problem of adding classrooms 
to accommodate 
the 
Increased 
enrollment expected in elem ent­ 
ary grades in the next few years. 
He said: 
“ By 1956 we will have as many 
pupils enrolled in the first eight 
grades as we now have in all 12 
grades. 
“ We can never solve our prob­ 
lem b\ each of 
1211 local 
dis­ 


tricts adding additional facilities, 


particularly for high school pur­ 


poses, to all of the present build 
ings. 
"In many instances we could 
use these buildings to full capac­ 
ity for elementary schools. Then, 
br Joining several 
districts 
to­ 
gether, 
we 
could 
provide 
one 
larger high school to replace sev­ 
eral smaller high schools.’ 


Eyman said his own solution to 


the organizational problem would 
Ie to “ abolish all districts and 
start over again,* 
Ile 
said 
he 
would exempt as 
"metropolitan 
districts’ all 
communities 
with 
10,000 or more population. All re­ 
maining territory would go Into 
the county school system . 
He would not eliminate local 
school districts, but 
would 
pro­ 
vide for their re organization by 
the county boards of 
education 
according to specified standards*

It was the fourth scheduled test 
in the 1952 spring series and the 
16th atom ic explosion 
in N evada 
since the AEC started firing here 
in J a n u ary , 1951.

.PITTSBURGH, May 1 - y f — A na­ 
tionwide steel strike—if it lasts a 
few more days—affects every man, 
w om an and child in the country. 
To the 650.000 m em b ers of the 
CIO United Steelw orkers on strike, 
the walkout m eans a holiday from 
the job, excitem ent of the picket 
line, payless paydays, idleness and 
a long period of financial rec u p er­ 
ation. 
Some 
steelw orkers h a v e 
been months catching up on bills 
they ran up in previous strikes. 
To 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
of 
w orkers in other industries—princi­ 
pally steel fabricating 
industries, 
railroads and coal m iners—a steel 
strike c a rrie s a potent 
th re a t of 
layoffs. As m any as 500.000 w ork­ 
ers in allied industries have been 
thrown into idleness for lack of 
steel in the past. 
The general public feels the e f­ 
fects of a steel strike directly and 
indirectly. A housewife in Florida 
finds steel products like 
pins 
or 
cutlery 
are 
disappearing 
f r o m 
store shelves. A 
farm e r in 
Ohio 
can t buy the new farm ing equip­ 
m ent he needs. 
O thers feel a g rea ter pinch than 
just steel shortages. 
A dentist in a steel 
town 
finds 
hi* collections are falling off and 
his w aiting room em pty. 
G rocers and butchers are asked 
to extend credit to old custom ers 
whose breadw inners work in steel 
mills. G rocers usually let grocery 
bills run on for weeks to keep old 
custom ers and friends.

Ohio Fuel Gas 
Asks FPO For 
Hike In Rates 


WASHINGTON, May I - fu_The 
Ohio Fuel Gas Co. T hursday asked 
the F ed eral Power Commission to 
approve the first step in a bid for 
increased ra te s for 534.000 custom ­ 
ers in 49 Ohio counties 
The application was filed shortly 
after a sim ilar rate hike request 
was m ad e of the com m ission by 
Texas E astern Transm ission Corp., 
o perators of the “ Big” and “ Little 
Inch” pipelines. Ohio Fuel Gas gets 
about 40 per cent of its gas from 
Texas E astern. 
Ohio fuel would have to file a 
sim ilar application with the Public 
Utilities Com mission of Ohio and 
have it approved before the higher 
rates could be charged. 
Ohio Fuel said it is faced with 
the prospect of paying $6 8 million 
m ore a y ea r for gas if Texas E a s t­ 
e r n ’s request for higher rates is 
approved. 
W. N. G rinstead, Ohio F'uel p re s­ 
ident, said two other Ohio gas sup­ 
pliers, P anhandle E astern Pipeline 
Co. and United F’uel Gas Co., put 
higher rate s into effect earlier this 
year. These cost Ohio Fuel Gas 
•bout $2‘a million a year. 
Ohio Fuel G as officials said the 
three increases would cost the firm 
about $9 million a y ear more for 
gas from the three suppliers and 
that this would am ount to an av e r­ 
age of six cents per thousand cubic 
feet of gas sold to all custom ers. 
Ohio fuel gas sells gas wholesale

Through most of A m erican history 
the courts could issue injunctions 
against unions, forbidding strikes 
O rganized labor fought this as an 
infringem ent 
on

and a one sided deal for em ployers. 
In 1932 Congress 
passed 
the 
N orris * L aguardia Act, banning 
court injunctions against strikes. 
But em ployers still didn't have to 
bargain with a union. P resident 
Roosevelt’s 
adm inis t r a t i o n 
changed that in 
1935 
with 
the 
W agner Act which com pelled e m ­ 
ployers to bargain. 


But the W agner Act didn’t 
say 
unions had to bargain in *ood faith 
anc! em ployers started com plaining. 
T hey said the act w as loaded for 
labor unions. The situation re m a in ­ 
ed unchanged until 1947 when the 
R epublicans 
got 
control of Con­ 
g ress. They passed the Taft-Hart- 
iey Act, with the help of a lot of 
D em o crats. This, 
am ong o t h e r 
things, now com pelled 
unions 
to 
b a rg a in in good faith. 


THE PENDULUM had swung the 
o th e r w ay again. Union leaders d e­ 
nounced T H. So did P resident T ru ­ 
m an. It b ec am e a political issue. 
The D em o crats m ad e repeal of T-H 
a plank in their 1948 p arty 
plat- 
fb rm . T hey won back 
control 
of 
C ongress that y e a r and have had 
it since. But they haven't repealed 
TH. 
With the W agner Act, the govern­ 
m en t got neck-deep in labor-m an- 
ag e m c n t relations.

P olitic ian s shied aw ay from

THE TV PATTERN 
LIFTING OF THE “freeze” on new tele­ 


vision stations by the Federal Communica­ 


tions Commission has elicited a deluge of 


questions from the public. 
First of all, television engineers point 
out that TV is now broadcast on 12 chan­ 
n els known as VHF or Very High Frequen­ 
cy wavelengths. There is s i m p l y not 
enough room on these channels for all the 
stations that arc wanted. Therefore, n e w 
channels are being opened up in the UHF or 
Ultra High Frequency wavelengths. 


This will m ake it possible to have 2,053 
stations in 1,291 communities. Some will 
be VHF and som e UHF. Some will be com ­ 
m ercial stations. Some will be reserved for 
educational purposes. 
Within a few years, the UHF stations w ill 
far out-number the VHF. There are 12 VHF'* 
channels. There are 70 UHF channels. It’s 
just as sim ple as that. 


What are the advantages of UHF? Ac­ 
cording to TV experts, the new type TV is 
alm ost com pletely free from electrical dis­ 
turbances caused by neon signs, auto igni­ 
tions, diatherm y equipment, lightning and 
sim ilar factors which can som etim es inter­ 
fere with pictures on present day VHF re­ 
ceivers. 


In 
addition, 
UHF reception in many 
a reas will be more free from 
“ghosts” 
from TV signals which reflect or “bounce” 
and cau se the TV receiver to pick up the 
sa m e signal two or more times. The UHF" 
antenna can be m ore easily adjusted 
to 
pick up just one signal—either direct or re­ 
flected —and to discard the others. 


As far as TV receivers are concerned, 
the engineers emphasize that the lifting of 
the “ freeze” will not make present-day sets 
obsolete. Those receivers which have the 
turret type of tuners that “ click” from 
one channel to the next will receive the 
new UHF" channels easily through the use 
of sim ple tuning strips, about the size of a 
cigarette, which can be installed cheaply 
in a m atter of minutes. Most 1952 sets have 
tuners of this type. 


R eceivers which have continuous tuners 
will use internal or external converters 
which adapt sets to receive UHF'. These 
are now being prepared by all major manu­ 
facturers and are simple and inexpensive 
to install. 


But, UH F or VH F—TV engineers point 
out that the lifting of tile 
“freeze** 
will 
m ean m any m ore stations and therefore 
m ore program s for the public. 


No candidate for public office has a m or­ 
al right to withhold information concerning 
himself or his views, personal or political. 
Once he sets himself up as a candidate, 
his private lite is in the public realm , be­ 
cause the people have the right to judge 
his character, his sincerity, his balance. 
His public views cannot be regarded as his 
secret, for we elect not only a man but an 
official—one who can by wisdom and sani­ 
ty affect our lives favorably, by w him sical­ 
ity and deceit can bring upon us untold 
miseries. 


Among the many questionnaires being 
sent to Presidential candidates, the Hearst 
one has the virtue of simplicity, although 
to m y taste and way of thinking, it is one 
that is too easy to answer. I prefer to trip 
up the candidates. I prefer to load ques­ 
tions, so that once answered, the candi­ 
date cannot turn around and say the oppo­ 
site. Naturally, I distrust candidates be­ 
cause their anxieties often cause them to 
say less than they mean, in language that 
is more suitable for lawyers trying a case 
before a jury than for suppliants for the 
people’s favor on election day. 


Yet, this particular questionnaire, which 
was sent to all those whose nam es are 
mentioned as candidates, encountered only 
three 
rejections: 
General 
Eisenhower 
wrote a delicately flavored letter that he 
could not speak to the people while in uni­ 
form, which is nonsense, because he has 
been doing plenty of political business in 
uniform: General MacArthur is not a can­ 
didate, being a firm and now open support­ 
er of Senator Robert A. Taft; Averell Har­ 
riman prefers to m ake his view's, if any, 
known in due course by general public pro­ 
nouncement. 


The other candidates w'rote interestingly 
on m any subjects. For instance, on the sub­ 
ject of Korea, Senator Taft wrote: 


“I am in favor of concluding an arm is­ 
tice in Korea providing it can be done with 
honor—at the present time, I think that the 
Russian air power is constantly increasing 
and is sufficient to prevent us conducting a 
successful war to push back the Com m un­ 
ists into Manchuria, as could have been 
done w'hen General MacArthur proposed it 
som e ten months ago. If we renewed the 
w'ar, we would have another stalem ate war 
w'hich was costing us 2,000 casualties a 
w'eek before the negotiations began. A 
stalem ate peace is better than a stalem ate 
war. 


Harold Stassen is sharp and to the point. 
He wrote: 


“Call General Douglas MacArthur back 
in for advice and counsel. He would un­ 
doubtedly make a new appraisal of the 
situation from up-to-date intelligence and 
recom mend an affirm ative course w'hich 
would make use of the Chinese Nationalist 
troops.” 
Some Republican candidates might have 
the political wisdom of announcing that, if 
elected, MacArthur would be charged with 
the security of the nation. 
Governor Earl Warren wrote:

Typical Symptom Of Menopause

HORMONES are among th e , 
treatm ents used for depressions 
th at 
may 
appear 
In 
women 
around the change of life, or 
menopause. 
Too often, however, a person 
with these or other m ental dis­ 
order* cannot recognize her own 
condition or take steps to see a 
psychiatrist. This Is true of peo­ 
ple with normal or even high in ­ 
telligence. 
In any m ental disorder It thus 
becomes extremely im portant for 
the stable, m ature people inter- 1 
ested In the patient to be aware J 
of the situation. This m eans j 
family, relatives, and even close 
friends. 
One of the greatest obstacles to j 
m ental health is th at the people 
close to the patient may them ­ 
selves have emotional troubles o r’ 
be too unstable to help the sick 
person. The family doctor can 
usually recognize her difficulties, 
but often he is consulted irregu­ 
larly or too late. 
One type of depression occur­ 
ring mostly in women — three 
times as often aa in m en—has the 
medical nam e “Involutional m el­ 
ancholia.” In women, it usually 
first appears between 40 and 45 
years of age; in men, around 55. 
flight from Reality 
The exact period of its occur­ 
rence in an individual is when 
sexual and em otional changes 
are taking place. The disease is 
actually a flight from reality and 


the stresses and strains of change 
of life. 
The most frequent sign of this 
disorder is an extreme depression, 
or sadness. When in this state of 
mind, a woman may show little 
Interest In h ^ e l f and neglect 
her surroundings. It m ight seem 
th at she has completely last in­ 
terest In living. 
These people-also tend to criti­ 
cize themselves, “run down” their 
own worth, and even try suicide. 
In some cases they are extremely 
restless and agitated. Many times 
they get the notion that everyone 
else is persecuting them . 
A small number of people with 
this melancholia recover without 
treatm ent, if they do not destroy 
them. elves. Most cases can be 
helped 
permanently 
with 
the 
proper hormone or shock treat­ 
ments, if started promptly. 
Thi^ is why it is so im portant 
for others in the family to notice 
these signs of m ental distress, 
and take steps to place the pa­ 
tient under the care of a qualified 
psychiatrist. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Mrs S.: W hat is norm al blood 
pressure for a woman 27 years 
of age? 
Answer: The blood pressure 
varies with the type of indivi­ 
dual, personality, and physical 
makeup. No standard figure can 
be fixed for any one age group. 
However, for a person 27 years 
of age, a blood pressure of not 
over 140 systolic, and BO diastolic 
would be considered norm al.

WASHINGTON—If you ar* an 
air traveller or planning to become 
one. you may find yourself flying 
backward in the near future. 
This atrange turn of events—and 
grata—may come about aa a result 
of intensive research being con­ 
ducted by the Navy and Air Force, 
who don’t —as do most people— 
take their scats for granted. 
An intensive investigation into 
245 airplane crashes was conduct­ 
ed by the Navy Bureau of Aero­ 
nautics 
and 
the 
Military 
Air 
Transport Service. It was found 
th a t an overwhelming number of 
fatalities apparently were due to 
crushing injuries of the head and 
torso. 
Working on different aspects of 
the same problem, both MATS and 
Buaer came to startlingly similar 
conclusions— that the human body 
can withstand 200 times its own 
weight without Injury' if the force 
is spread over the entire frame. 
They determined that the best 
way to distribute the abnormal 
pressure of a crash was to reverse 
the seats. 
The investigators had a good 
deal of fragm entary evidence to 
work on—mostly from B-17 bom­ 


ber crashes during World War II. 
It was discovered that In many of 
these 
accidents 
the 
tail-gunner 
would be the only survivbr—and 
he had been facing backward with 
his body supported against strong 
bulkheads. 
Working on the assumption that 
a person facing backward in a 
plane would have the solid sup­ 
port necessary from the rear por­ 
tion of his seat, the services ran 
various tests th a t proved their 
point.

WHILE research was going on 
in the United States, the British 
Royal Air Force had redesigned 
several of Its own planes to a rear 
seating plan. Two of these planes

the five crewmen who were facing 
forw ard were killed, but all 25 
passengers survived with only a 
few minor injuries—caused by fly­ 
ing baggage.

miles of “ explored'* 
j land from entry and even in spots 
which you may think a white man 
I has never reached before you’ll 
come across a neatly printed little 
metal sign, “ Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission. No Trespassing.” 
If you can satisfy the AEC that 
you know what you’re doing, you 
I may he able to get a lease an 
some of this “ proven” ac reage. 
You’ll have to pay a royalty and 


the government will tell you where 
to ship the ore you mine. But re ­ 
member. AEC officials report only 
22 such leases have been granted 
so far—three of them to companies 
and 19 Jo independents. 
Maybe you'd like to try the Nav­ 
ajo Indian Reservation, mostly in 
Northeast Arizona, which is being 
opened up by the Indian Service. 
There you have to work a claim 
already staked by an Indian and 
pay him a royalty, but first 
you 
have to get approval of the deal 
by the Navajo Tribal Council. And 
men who know say the council is 
tougher than the AEC.

Uranium must make up at least 
one tenth of one per cent of the ore 
delivered and at that minimum the 
price is $1.50 a pound for uranium 
For each additional hundredth of a 
per cent of uranium the govern­ 
ment pays an extra 20 cents, up to 
two tenths of a per cent.

And employers are responsible 
for returning the minor s certificate 
within two days after termination of 
employment or the minor can re 
cover in civil action. 
In addition, there are only cer­ 
tain hours during which teen age 
employes may work. 
For instance, girls under 18 may
